On this page are examples of the perfect register achieved when 
the T-51 is used in combination with your Multilith or A. D. Dick. 

Note how butting a black solid against a color solid registers 
perfectly with no overlap or gap. 

You can see the example below—a reverse on a two color solid 
—requires perfect register to avoid distorting the reversed type. 

The other examples show pinpoint registration so easily produced 
because when the T-51 is used in combination with your present 
press, both colors are simultaneously transferred to paper FROM 
THE SAME BLANKET, leaving no margin for error. 


ONE TIME THROUGH THE PRESS 




One revolutionary feature of the T-51 is that the plate cylinder moves from 
side to side for horizontal registration instead of moving the plate on the sur¬ 
face of the cylinder. This allows undercutting the cylinder beyond the edges 
of the plate, eliminating any tracking problem along the edges of the blanket 
because there is literally no contact at this point. 

Adjustment is simple A micro adjustment for horizontal registration is at 
the operator's side below the impression handle. He 
can move the image a full *4" sidewise. And this 
adjustment can be made while running. 

In addition, by merely turning one knob inside the 
cylinder the trailing edge of the plate can be moved 
sidewise to straighten a crooked plate into register. 
All moving parts are within the cylinder wall and 
can’t get gummed up with excess ink, fountain solu¬ 
tion or rust. 

These are features a pressman appreciates be¬ 
cause he can get perfect register with a minimum 
of adjustment and reduce his setup time.
